STATISTICS OF FARMS, HOMES, AND MORTGAGES. 


OWNERSHIP AND DEBT IN NORTH DAKOTA.

Sir: 

The leading results of the investigation of farm and home proprietorship in North Dakota for 1890, conducted 
by Special Agents George K. Holmes and John 8. Lord, are contained in this bulletin. In regard to farms, the 
conclusion is that 9.90 per cent of the farm families hire and 90.10 per cent own the farms cultivated by them; that 
48.67 per cent of the farm owning families own subject to incumbrance, and 51.33 per cent own free of incumbrance. 
Among 100 farm families, 10 hire their farms, 44 own with incumbrance, and 46 without incumbrance. On the 
owned farms there are liens amounting to $11,168,854, which is 36.30 per cent of their value, and this debt bears 
interest at the average rate of 9.54 per-cent, making the average annual interest charge $86 to each family. Each 
owned and incumbered farm, on the average, is worth $2,486, and is subject to a debt of $902. 

Lhe corresponding facts for homes are that 54.70 per cent of the home families hire and 45.80 per cent own 
their homes; that of the home owning families 72.34 per cent own free of incumbrance and 27.66 per cent with 
incumbrance. In 100 home families, on the average, 55 hire their homes, 12 own with incumbrance, and 33 without 
incumbrance. The debt on owned homes aggregates $990,774, or 37.64 per cent of their value, and bears interest 
at the average rate of 9.42 per cent, so that the annual amount of interest to each home averages $73. An average 
debt of $771 incumbers each home, which has the average value of $2,049. 

Real estate purchase and improvements, when not associated with other objects, caused 42.14 per cent of the 
farm families to incur 46.67 per cent of the farm debt and 71.28 per cent of the home families to incur 72.06 per 
cent of the home debt.
